WASHINGTON—(?”)—Congress’ chief watchdog over federal 
spending urged it yesterday to authorize President Truman to do 
“the greatest pruning job in all history” on the legislative branch 
of government. 

He is Comptroller General Lindsay C. Warren, whose job is that) 
ef a kind of overall bodékkeeper for the government, responsible 
not to the President but to Congress. 

If Congress doesn’t act now, he told the House Expenditures 
Commitiee, “we might as well close up shop for good, either for 
reducing the size of the government or eliminating waste and ex- 
travagance.” 

Warren urged speedy enactment of a permanent reorganization 
act which would give the President a free hand in consolidating 
and shifting executive agencies. Congress would hold a veto power. 

The Committee is expected to clear the administration bill next 
week. House approval is likely.

No longer does a little legal writing in fine print stand 
in the way of a coach getting fired, as happened in McKeen’s 
case, or taking a more lucrative offer, as in Sanders’ and 
Williamson's. : 

However, it frequently happens that the school must make 
some sort of a financial settlement with the coach in the case of 
firing. But even this is usually done voluntarily to protect the 
integrity of the institution.

Bobby Dodd and all his assistants work on a year-to-year 
basis, which works to the advantage of both coaches and the 
school.

A Crowbar and 
The Millennium 


This is a second chapter on catching up with 
the notes prepared for me during my three weeks 
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Atlanta-Fulton, Not Hartsfield, the Issue 


It is perfectly obvious that in at least 
a large measure, Fulton Reps. Alverson 
and Walton and Sen. LeCraw have al- 
lowed their personal political feud with 
Mayor William B. Hartsfield to become, 
in effect, a feud with Fulton County and 
Atlanta. 


Atlanta, the largest city in the State 
and the economic center of Fulton County, 
is, along with the county, the real issue. 
And not Mr. Hartsfield. 


We are afraid, and we have the word 
of at least one rural representative to sus- 
tain that fear, that as these representa- 
tives talk down the Mayor they do not 
realize they are talking down Atlanta and 
their own county. In their zeal to embar- 
rass the Mayor, legislation which can be 
harmful to Atlanta, and inevitably harm- 
ful to Fulton County, is being allowed to 
go before the Legislature without being 
well thought out or considered. It also is 
puzzling that the bill dealing with the At- 
lanta Fire Department should have been 
reported to the Industrial Relations Com- 
mittee instead of the Municipal Affairs 
Committee. _ 

We do not mean to say for a moment 
that these gentlemen mean to harm their 
city and county. But the other member 
from.the county, Mr. Smith, contends they 
did not submit their major bills to him 
for consideration. 


It is unthinkable to us that the bill to 
set up a commission to draw up a bill to 
create a one-government vote for Atlanta 
and Fulton should have been sent to the 
Legislature without some previous under- 
standing with the DeKalb delegation. 
Their refusal was termed a bombshell. It 
need not have been. : 

We present this not as a brief for or 
against Mr. Hartsfield. If he again is to 
be a candidate for Mayor, that will be a 
matter for the campaign of a year from 
now. 

But even if he were now a candidate, 
it would be unwise and harmful to use 
legislation vital to the future welfare of 
the county and city as a means of getting 
at him. He cannot last, human life be- 
ing what it is, more than another 50 years 
at best. Legislation, hastily drawn and 

. presented as political embarrassment to 
him, can hurt this city for longer than 50 
years. 

We are not interested in how zealously 
the gentlemen oppose the Mayor. That is, 
of course, their business. But we insist 
that when they carry it into legislation 
which nags at him, they are not repre- 
senting the whole people of Fulton and 
Atlanta. So, gentlemen, in all good humor 
and good will, we beg of you to cease and 
desist and let us work to represent our 
city and county. They are the issue. Not 
the Mayor.

Fairness So, I thought we made a lot of progress getting the 
Klan bill introduced.

Unfounded and untrue charges against the Speaker do not help 
the anti-Klan cause, but instead allow the pro-Klan group ammu- 
nition to cry that other charges against them, backed by fact, also 


are untrue. 
Progress I frankly was encouraged by the support the bill re- 
ceived. I had not thought it would get to the floor. 
It got substantial support and the fight made by the anti-Klan forces 
was fine and courageous. It will have a good effect. The Klan, 
for all its present support, is a dying organization because it is 
fundamentally wrong and un-Christian. It will bring grief to any 
community which encourages it. 
The proposed hill for qualifications of voters is also representa- 
tive of an inch of progress. That Supreme Court decisions have 
helped is, of course, true. But, aside from the impractical and 
unfair proposals to require registration every one or two years, 
the bill represents an astonishingly fair start. 

The proposals for the minimum education bill also include the 
same wage standard for white and colored teachers. 

There are inches of progress to be seen in the midst of dis- 
couragement. It would have been a’wonderful thing had Georgia 
banned the wearing of masks. It is too bad they didn’t. It was 
so simple a thing to do that for most of us, and for the rest of the 
nation, there was hope it would be done. But Georgia has come 
a political road and economic road which has put hoods on a lot 
of minds and hearts, some of them pretty good people, too. And 
until the inward unhooding is done we won’t get the outward 
removal. 

So, let us all pick up our crowbars and go back to work, inching 
the millennium along a bit nearer.

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WASHINGTON—Until 1940 it was customary for the Vice President-elect to

President-elect at the front door of the Capitol outside.

occasion in 1865, so history tells us, by the speech he made. 


There was another surprising and somewhat 
tempestuous scene in the Senate chamber in our 


own time. That was 24 years ago at the swear- 
ing-in of Vice President Charles G. Dawes, who 
served under Calvin Coolidge in the latter’s sec- 
ond term. Instead of making the usual routine 
address of good will and sweet nothings, Mr. 
Dawes launched into a tirade against the mori- 
bund rules of the Senate that permitted filibus- 
ters. He bluntly demanded an effective cloture 
rule to limit debate. 


The assembled Senators literally were 
shocked at such a lecture, especially from 
an outsider who, though distinguished in war 
and government service, never had been a 
member of Congress, one of their own, but 
a businessman and banker. When they re- 
covered, which took a little time, they issued 
haughty statements—and, of course, never 
did anything about reforming procedure, nor 
has anything been done since. The Senate 
takes its prfvileges most seriously, even if 

- the public finds it hard to do so. 


It is time for somebody to deliver that lecture 
again. Nobody, of course, expected it from Alben 
W. Barkley, our new Vice President. He is too 
old a hand around the Senate and too much the 
Kentucky gentleman. Nor did he. But, in the 
course of a few pleasantries from the Senate 
rostrum when he made his first appearance in his 
new role, he showed that the Dawes dilemma is 
much on his mind, too, as it is on that of the 
administration. After he had bestowed the usual 
praise on the Senate of being “the greatest de- 
liberative body in the world,” he interjected that 
often, after observing the length of debates, he 
had thought it also the “most” deliberative body 
in the world. He let the matter rest with that 
gentile hint. 

But the matter won’t rest. It is of the utmost 
importance now to the administration and its 
future because of the solemn pledges for civil 
rights legislation which won many voters to 
Harry S. Truman. Unless something is done to 


limit debate and stop filibusters it is hard to see 
how anything much can be done about civil 
liberties bills. For Southerners are ready to talk 
them to death again. That mandate of the elec- 
tion did not penetrate below the Mason and 
Dixon Line. 

Just before Vice President Barkley made his 
little speech the Senate Rules Committee began 
to wrestle with the problem. The crux of the 
whole difficulty is that under present rules a 
filibuster can be started merely against a motion 
to take up a bill or resolution. Thus a filibuster 
can keep a resolution to change the rules from 
going before the Senate for action. 

The aim of all the numerous proposals before 
the Rules Committee is to apply cloture to such 
motions as well as bills and resolutions, so the 
only difference is whether a two-thirds or only a 
majority vote should be required. 


The administration is truly in a dilemma. 
For obvious reasons it wants to proceed as 
swiftly as possible in this session and get 
some of its social reform measures on the 
statute books. But, if it forces the rules 
change and civil rights issue, it will start a 
filibuster that not only will delay those 
measures but will antagonize the sensitive 
Southerners whose votes are needed on other 
measures. 


There is one other way, the “sweating-out” 


method. That is to bring the issue forward and 
hold the Senate in session day and night to try 
to break a filibuster. That might take a long 
time. , But if the party means what it says, it 
will have to come to that sooner or later to show 
its good faith. The further it gets away from 
the election, the harder it will be to get what 
it wants, and likewise, the closer it gets to the 
next election two years from now without doing 
something, the more dangerous that will be po- 
litically for the party. 

No wonder the Vice President slipped in that 
reminder of the problem of his own party—and 
a problem for himself.

after such a week of handshaking as no man ever endured before. 
He was, in fact, getting into his long-tailed coat 


But no. 


so he could shake another 1,000 hands at his reception for the diplomats. 


There’s no hokey-pokey about his handshakes, 
either. Mrs. Truman’s or daughter Mar- 
garet’s. Some of our Presidents in the past, in 
the interest of saving their right arms for future 
use, used the cold fish, or limp piece of liver 
hand-shaking technique. The late President Roose 
velt and Mrs. R. developed a system whereby 
they grabbed each passing hand before it got 
a good hold, and yanked it along. This sped u 
the receiving line and also saved the Roosevelt 
hands from being crushed. 7 


The Trumans are different. Last week, 
with three and four different inauguration 
functions every night, they gave an estimated 
15,000 hands a strong, old-fashioned shake. 
With each shake went a smile as if Mr. Tru- 
man, wife and daughter actually were de- 
lighted. I can’t help but believe that they 
were. 


I went to one of these handshaking jousts, as 
staged by Secretary of Treasury John Snyder at 
the Wardman-Park Hotel. Mr. Truman and his 
family stood with their money man at the door 
of the ballroom and shook 1,500 hands. 

For an hour and 45 minutes they stood there, 
shaking and smiling, while the line of guests 
inched through the hotel lobby and into an ad- 
jacent sunroom. I was near the end, having 
been caught in a magnificnet traffic jam brought 
on by the han , and I must report that 
Mr. Truman's grip was as firm and strong as an

insurarice salesman’s. Nothing dish-raggish about 
Mrs. Truman’s shake, either, or Margaret’s. 

So when all the shaking was finished, the 
Trumans rushed a block away to the Shoreham 
Hotel to another reception for some more of the 
same. A number of Mr. Snyder’s guests, of 
course, were invited to the second party, and 
again they shook the Truman hand. 

And why it’s not black and blue I'll never 
know. I say this from painful experience. A 
while back the syndicate for which I labor held 
a reception for newspaper editors and publishers 
at a convention in New York. The management 
lined up all the comic strip artists, columnists 
and other hired hands in the outer hall and the 
only way the guests could get in to the party 
was to shake the paws of the help. 

I was happy about meeting all these famous 
eople and flattered,: too, and for the first 15 or 
0 minutes everything was fine. Then my hand 

began to feel numb. After the first 500 handa- 
shakes, it had no feeling. My mouth was dry 
and my neck was stiff. Still the hands’ came, in 
a never-ending procession. I shook 1,200 hands 
that night. 

The following morning my hand was blue. 
My elbow hurt. My shoulder was painful and for 
three days thereafter my efficiency was cut in 
half because I had only one typewriter finger in- 
stead of my usual two. Eventually, I recovered, 
of course, and that’s what amazes me about the 
Trumans. They must be made of stouter stuff. 
They don’t take time out to convalesce. 


Fight Impends Over Wire-Tapping Bill 


WASHINGTON—Atty. Gen. Tom Clark’s bill to legalize wire-tapping is running into trouble at 


both ends of Pennsylvania Avenue. 
critical of the drastic proposal. 
vigorously opposed several similar bills. 


And on Capitol Hill, members of the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee voiced sharp re- 
sentment at efforts by the Attorney General to 
have his bill referred to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. Clark wants this done because of 
the belief that his measure would fare better 
there. The Interstate Commerce Committee has 
shelved such measures in the past. 


Clark asked for legalization of wire-tap- | 
ping to permit use of testimony thus obtain- 
ed in espionage cases. He contended this 
was necessary to combat “the treacherous 
operations of those who would weaken 
our nation internally.” 


According to White House aides, President 
Truman was not aware of the drastic nature of 
Clark’s proposal before it was sent to Congress. 
The President was represented as favoring either 
the withdrawal of the bill or having it exten- 
sively modified. 

The President’s opposition to wtre-tapping leg- 
islation occurred during the war. A bill spon- 
sored by Rep. Emmanuel Celler, Democrat, New 
York, was passed by the House. In the Senate,

He appointed a subcommittee under Mr, Tru- 
man’s chairmanship to consider the proposal. 
This subcommittee unanimously pigeonholed the 
bill on the ground that it was a “police state” 
measure. 


Wheeler, now out of the Senate and practicing 
law in Washington, recalled the matter and 
strongly condemned the Clark bill. He also crit- 
icized sharply the plan to by-pass the Commerce 
Committee on the legislation. Wheeler held that 
the law required that such measures be consid- 
ered by this committee. 


“T have a high regard for Atty. Gen. Clark 
and J. Edgar Hoover, head of the FBI,” Wheeler 
said. “It is understandable that they should seek 
every means to detect treason and convict 
traitors. But this bill goes far beyond that. If it 
becomes law, every government agency would 
have the right to tap wires on matters that have 
nothing to do with espionage and national se- 
curity. 


“If it can be shown that wire-tapping is nec- 
essary to combat espionage, then the law should 
be strictly limited to the Justice- Department. 
The law should require specific authorization by 
a court official for the use of wire-tapping. The 
Federal investigators should be required to ap- 
pear before a judge or a commissioner and obtain 
authority to employ wire-tapping. In that way, 
the investigators would have to show cause for 
tapping wires. The practice could not be used 
promiscuously, and the interests of the general 
public would be protected.” , 


Wheeler pointed out that the late great 
Supreme Court Justice, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, in an opinion, had once scathingly 
condemned wire-tapping as “dirty busi- 
ness.” Wheeler stated that Truman had 
heartily approved of this denunciation 
when he was a member of the Senate. 


Sen. Ed Johnson, Democrat, Colorado, Chair- 
man of the Senate Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee, is demanding jurisdiction of Clark’s bill on 
the ground that it would amend the Federal 
Communications Act. This law is under the 
jurisdiction of Johnson’s Committee and he holds 
that any legislation affecting it must be consid- 
ered by his committee. 


Johnson and other members of his committee 
are also sharply critical of Clark’s bill on the 


ground that it would give the military services | 


power to tap wires. The attitude of these Sena- 
tors is that such power is outside the scope of 
the military. 


A bitter congressional fight impends in Con- | 


gress on the Clark Bill. Numerous organizations 
and individuals already have submitted requests 
to testify against it.

In Human Race 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 
You do not have to be too observant to 
tex. notice that there is a new look in the hu- 
man race, when you watch one of the earnest emissaries 


that come to Atlanta quite frequently from Israel. 

They are moved by zeal and dedication, and nothing, it seems, 
daunts their belief that there is a new deal for all the world coming 
into being in their new nation. 

“I suppose we do look that way,” said Ruth Karpf, young 
diplomatic correspondent of the Toronto Star, who was born and 
educated in Jerusalem and is speaking on that subject throughout 
America now, “because we feel we are quite like the American 
colonists must have been after the Revolution, when they declared 
their independence.” 

“IT can go everywhere and see corrosion and futility and chaos, 
and I think there is nothing to expect in the future.” Her face 
brightened. “And then I go back to Israel and there is democracy 
e «. at work! 

“Let me tell you. We have social justice and civil liberties at 
the same time. We have a fair distribution of wealth and yet we 
have eomplete individuality. We have no prejudices about whether 
some work is ‘nicer’ than other work. All work is good. We are 
conscious of our responsibility to raise the living standard of all 
people. Everybody has everything to gain from more people living 
better... .” 

I have stressed Miss Karpf’s youth, because she cannot 
be more than 23 or 24, but her assurance seems a natural 
development of the pride the young people have felt in 
watching Israel emerge from its violent birth pangs. ; 
She spoke of the upsurge of optimism aboyt President Truman's 

statement of foreign policy, in which he remarked that we will 
gave ourselves and our kind of government by raising the standards 
of living elsewhere. 

“It was good to hear,” she said, “but we knew it would come. 
We have always been far more hopeful than Americans have about 
the direction the nation was taking. 

“Of course, we can make the world safe for democracy only 
by building democracies. You can only build democracies by pro- 
viding necessary bases on which to build... things like hydro- 
electric power, irrigation if it is needed, road construction, estab- 
lishment of industries. Every penny invested in the business of 
democracy will yield a good return.” 

The Israelites, Miss Karpf said, believe we have given the 
United Nations a bad deal by stressing its political shortcomings 
or failures, entirely overlooking the economic, health and social 
aspects that are now operating in a practical way everywhere. 

“Take the coal situation,” she said. “Everybody needed coal, 
One of the reasons the mines were not being operated efficiently 
was that they needed mine props. Sweden makes most of the mine 
props. It hadn’t been able to make them because of a coal shortage 
that kept it from full operation. So what happened? The United 
Nations used its machinery to get more coal for Sweden to run its 
mine prop industry ... and now, office workers are warmer in 
England, French homes are not freezing, and in Czechoslovakia the 
public utilities can operate. 

“UN was never intended as an agreement between the Big Four 
... now the Big Two. It was simply set up as a machine to put 
into practical application the good results that will follow when

As a measure of the severity 
of the over-all housing shortage, 
according to reports from 135 
Family Service Agencies in the 
United States, Canada and Ha- 
wail in a survey conducted by 
their national organization, the 
Family Service Association of 
America, 31 percent of the fam- 
ily agencies said the need for 
homes in their communities was 
greater than a year ago, and 52 
percent said the demand was 
about the same. Only 17 per- 
cent noted some improvement. 


Nearly 90 percent of the agen- 
cies thought the housing need 
for lower income families in 
their communities so acute that 
it demanded “more direct public 
aid for low-cost housing” through 
the prompt action of national, 
State, and local governments. At 
the same time, 47 percent of the 
agencies reported an increase in 
the number of families evicted 
from homes in their communi- 
ties during 1948. 

Housing conditions which | 
cause or aggravate tensions in 
the family and which are most 
evident in the present housing 
shortage were enumerated by 
the 135 agencies in the survey. 
These were, in the order of fre- 
quency, inadequate living space, 
doubling-up of ordinarily sep- 
arate households, substandard 
quality of housing, and inability 
to procure permanent housing 
because of high building costs. 

In accounting for this, many 
agencies liste: the demolition of 
old housing to make way for 
highways, parks, business build- 
ings, or high rental housing 
projects as intensifying the dearth 
of low-cost units.
